This Chapter treats of Sunday.

It was 
evident that Mr. Argo wished to 
be gone somewhere, and it occurred 
to us that it was to church, so we 
magnanimously excused him and 
went back to town, after standing 
on the porch a reasonable time to 
admire Pike*s Peak, our first good 
view of it. With that great peak 
facing the school and insipiring all 
beholders with its sublime grandeur, 
with such fine teachers as Miss 
Griffin and Miss Barry, who taught 
archery to my young mind, only a 
few years ago, mind you, that 
school should turn out noble men 
and women, " men with their heads 
above the clouds,*' To describe the 
scene one would have to be a poet 
and an artist and work both muses 
constantly, for it is ever changing, 
Just to think of it makes my some- 
thing away down inside of me rise 
and expand. What better sermon 
could one ask for than the beauty of 
God's handiwork as here exempli- 
fied ? Why go to church to hear of 
the glory of God when one could 
stand and behold it ? 

After lunch Miss Reininga, of Chi- 
cago, and Miss Nicholas, of Louis- 
ville, decided that a little church 
going would be good for my soul, 
and as they both agreed to accom- 
pany me at one and the same time 1 
concluded I might as well go — it 
looked like rain anyhow. Well, we 
went along this street and around 
the next corner, and finally came to 
a very nice little stone church where 
we were ushered in. We were the 
only chickens in the roost, and I had 
some nisgivings as to whether we 
had hit the right place, but was not 
much disturbed because I was in 
such good company. Pretty soon 
others came in and among them the 
entire Hanson family. Then Mr. 
Koehler api>eared and asked me to 
pass the platter; but I declined, not 
having pursued such happiness in 
any previous condition of servitude. 
Pretty soon a young lady came in 
and took the seat in front of me 
directly in line with the pulpit, read- 
ing stand, or whatever you call it. 
She had on a merry-widow picture 
hat covered with pink sunflowers or 
some such stuff, and with a nice 
girl on each side of me and a big 
hat for breastworks, I felt reason- 
ably safe. 1 can not very well tell 
of the talk because of the hat. but 
1 recall that quite a number came 
forward to expound. I think the 
expounding order was something 
like this: Revs. Koehler, Cloud, 
Allabough and Flick. Along toward 
the last, in a fit of absent minded- 
ness, I asked one of the girls who it 
tnight be that w^as under all of those 
pink sunflowers. They looked 
surprised and said: ** Why, don't 
you know her?" I told them I 
did not, not having seen her yet, 
only her hat. Then they informed 
me that it was Miss Annal>el Kent^ 
of Orange, N. J,, and that I sure 
must meet her after the service was 
over. Having something to look 
forward to I woke up. When the 
■ - ime I was duly presented, and 

vie acquainted with a most 
cluu niing young lady who had once 
compared me to a bishop — to the 
utter rout of the bishop. That 
was l>efore she actually met me. I 
complimented her u\x)U her hat and 
and th ' er for allowing me to 

use it, 1 1 we all went back to 

the hotel to dinner. I do not re- 
member any more of Sunday. We 
probably sat in the lobby of the 
Alamo and talked until twelve or 
one o*clock as usual. In fact, the 



crowd sat up so late each evening 
that the clerk of the hotel wanted to 
know if the deaf required less sleep 
than other people.

lUlsworth A. Brown was born at 
Cazenovia, N. Y., March 20th, 1862. 
the son of Sylvester Brown and 
Catharine Brewster. He became 
deaf at an early age and received his 
education at the New York Insti- 
tution for the Education of the 
Deaf, graduating in 1882. For a 
time he was employed as a printer 
on the Clinton Courier, but for the 
past thirty years he had been em- 
ployed in the various large shoe 
factories of Central New York, 
among them that of H. H. Hol- 
brook iS: Sons, at Utica, that of H. 
H, Gray, at Syracuse, and that of 
Dunn & McCarthy, at Auburn. 
With Edward Hallicy and Nye 
Brown, he was among the men whose 
skill perfected the methods of manu- 
facture of '^tuni shoes,'* and 
wherever he was employed, he was 
regarded as a most skillful and 
valuable employe. He was always 
large-hearted and fun-loving, and 
wan very popular among the deaf, 
and he had also scores of warm 
friends among the hearing. About 
three years ago, he was suffered a 
slight stroke of paralysis, the result 
of a blood-clot on the brain, and for 
many months past his health had 
been precarious. His death was 
very sudden and unexpected, and 
occurred while he was visiting a 
sister in Syracuse, The funeral 
services were held in Syracuse on 
Friday.

The all-day outing to the South 
and North Cheyenne Canons was a 
joy and a wonder. Like all of the 
other excursions among the Rocky 
Mountains, there was much more 
real enjoyment and a far greater di- 
versity of the marvelous in nature 
than any of us had been led to anti- 
cipate. 

I feel most keenly bow meagre is 
my vocabulary and how feeble and 
insufiScient are my descriptive pow- 
ers. To give the reader any ade- 
quate concej)t!on of the stupendous 
and a ;; grandeur of these 

canor ond my poor ability. 

I can only chronicle, in common- 
place langtiage, the experiences of 
the day. 

To begin at the beginning, we 
took a trolley car from the Alamo 
Hotel to Cheyenne Canon. To 
enter we had to pass through a turn- 
stile guarded by a ticket-taker. I 
am almost sure it cost me nothing to 
get through. My impression is that 
the ubiquitous Veditz shoved a cou- 
pon ticket into my hand, and thence- 
forward I had the open sesame to 
everything save the hire of the little 
burros that carried us to the foot of 
Seven Falls and later up to the top 
of Mount Cutler. 

Probably twenty were astride of 
the patient and placid little burros 
which moved with measured mono- 
tony of step along theievel mile to 
the curio casino, through which the 
pedestrian must pass to get to Seven 
Falls, and wherein he must succumb 
to or resist the lure of the souvenir. 
Here is a poetical and impressive 
description of the trip: "The way, 
at first, leads through scrub oaks 
and under stately pines. Gradually 
the mountains seem to be closing in 
on the willful intruder; soon the 
* Pillars of Hercules ' are reached, 
which tower a thousand feet on one 
side and seven hundred on the other; 
their narrow opening seems to give 
chary entrance to the mile of scenic 
grandeur that lies beyond. Having 
passed the pillars, the Canon opens 
in all its beauty. On either side 
tower the rough, broken walls of 
granite, relieved somewhat of their 
rough grandeur by the bright green 
verdure of the trees and shrubs that 
have found footing along the preci- 
pitous rocks. Gradually the won- 
derful scene unfolds as one winds 
along the splendid drive. Tbe ever- 
present mountain stream runs swift- 
ly by with all the added fasdnation 
of tangled shtubbery and nurat>crless 
cascades. We rode throiu^h this 
ever-changing vista of e ig 

loveliness and beauty, ul ^rr 

granite walls over seven hundred 
feet in height barred further pro- 
gress. " 

We are now at the foot of vSeven 
Falls, with "old Dick," v a white 
and woolly burro said to be forty- 
nine years old, caparisoned and 
ready to be mounted by any one 
who wishes to be photographed 
with the last leap of the Seven Falls 
as a background. In the Johknal 
Office is one of the larger-sized 
photos, showing Principal Currier 
astride of " Old Dick," and Mrs. 
Currier and Miss BoUes (whose 
brother discovered and developed 
Glenwood Springs) standing on 
cither side of a little brown burro 
with the final fall and a corner 
of the wooden stairway in perspec- 
tive. Most of the deaf climbed 
the long stairway to the top of 
seven Falls, and had a " ficent

I returned by burro to the en-

The luncheon in the big casino of 
Stratton Park was one of the most 
cleverly arranged, most systemati- 
cally served, and most varied and 
appetizing that I. the veteran of a 
thousand picnics and outings, have 
ever known. 

The afternoon of that day is a 
memorable one. Jay Cook Howard 
grabbed me at Stratton Park Terrace 
and insisted that we go on a moun- 
tain climb — of course by burro. Cer 
tainly I would go, and gladly. Our 
party increased as we waited for 
fresh burros, and eventually consist 
ed of Mr, Jay C. Howard, Mr, and 
Mrs. J. Schuyler I^ong, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ernest Bingham, MissStreby, 
Miss Lamson, Mr. Randall and my- 
self. 

After being photographed, we 

TO started upjthe famous O' Brien's Trail 

for the summit of Mount Cutler, 

which is eight thousand feet above 

sea level. 

There was the most enchanting 
scenery at the outset. The burros 
ambled over a smooth wide road, 
overarched by shade trees, along the 
edge of a turbulent mountain stream, 
the steep banks of which were lux- 
uriant with lavish growths of vine 
and tree and shrub. The climb 
seemed very safe and easy. By and 
by, however, the trail narrowed and 
twisted and turned, until we were 
looking down into deep ravines and 
gorges and across at immense granite 
walls and towering cliffs. The sure- 
footed little burros climbed sturdily 
upward, now and again pausing to 
rest — and at such times nothing on 
earth could make them move. Two 
or three times we made abrupt turns 
round the corners of precipices that 
almost made one dizzy to look at. 
A slip or stumble at such times meant 
sure death; but the little burros 
picked their way daintily and firmly, 
and faith in them banished fear. 
At last we reached the top, from 
which was obtained a view of most 
sublime and awe-inspiring grandeur. 
It was here that Mr. Long became 
acquainted with thorn-grass. This 
grass grows in tufts, with blades as 
long as a lady's hat-pin and equally 
as sharp at the end. How the poet 
did jump when his legs came into 
contact with it! After wandering 
around for awhile, making snapshots 
with Miss Lamson's camera, strolling 
among the fir trees and gazing again 
and again upon the mountain peaks 
and ranges, the burros were made 
ready with breech straps for the re- 
turn, which was far more thrilling 
and impressive than the ascent. 
We stopped at Bruin Inn for a 
moment, and Mr. Howard passed 
around the ice-cream cones to all 
who liad the temerity to eat them 
while jogging down the trail. 

This trip up Mount Cutler was a 
revelation to me. It brought within 
the range of my understanding 
things read alx)ut in books and 
magazines, but never fully and 
clearly comprehended before. I 
thought of the old days of the 
pioneer, when the stage coach was 
the mode of travel and the rifle 
the passport to these wild regions. 
In a poem entitled "The Hawk's 
Nest," Bret Harte has pictured just 
such scenery as we experienced 
while traversing O'Brien's Trial — of 
course minus the episode related and 
the allusion to " fire water " at the 
end. Here is the poem in full.

*ng Reese, of Columbus. When 
Dr. Reesto had tinishe*! he helped 
Mr. Maun lo his feet and started 
down the steps. Bishop Tuttle 
thrust out his Hand in most cordial 
greeting. As the gray- haired old 
man slowly and painfully deseeml- 
ed the entire congregation — floor, 
balcony and gallery — spontaneously 
lose to its feel in silent tribute, and 
tears rose to many an eye as the 
silent missioiiHry sank into a chair 
at the fool of the stage. 

Work of a Pioneer. 

** My work has been that of a 
pi oner," read Mr. Reese from Mr. 
Mann's report. *' For nearly forty 
years, as lay reader, deacon anil 
priest to the deaf-mutes I have 
represented the ' voiceless ministry^ 
at general and diocesan conventions 
of t eacli ers and graduates, from one 
end of the United Slates to Ihe 
other; and in Canada, Great Britain 
antl Ireland — more than a hundred 
conveutions in all. I have crossed 
the^ great Middle West in all 
directions hundreds of times to meet 
my silent bivthren in divine 
worsbip. 

*' All the missions in the Middle 
West have been foundod by me. 
For years I labored alone ; then 
more men were or<lained. The field 
has l>een divided four times, and 
still there is work for more. Years 
have been spent in day and night 
Iravid between missions hundreds 
of miles apart. Only eight Sundays 
are spent at home in a year. These 
are days of work at the Cleveland 
Mission. A vacation has been 
taken only twice. Much time is 
LMven to the details of missionary 
touts, to correspondence with 
bishop and rector and other over 
300 of my annual report -to bishop 
may be foun»l in convention jour- 
nal, from the Alleghanies to the 
Missouri River. In my younger 
days, while teaching at the Michi- 
gan institution, I came across a 
|)rayt»r book, which le<l me into the 
church, so I have strong faith in it 
as a missionary. Hundreds have 
been placed in tlie hands of deaf- 
mutes and thier hearing friends. 
* ''A prayer for church uiiity for 
deaf-tnutes has ln»en authorized l>y 
Bishops for use on the twelfth Sun- 
day after I'rinity. Deaf-mutes are 
few. They should be permitted to 
enjoy the blessing of unity, long 
theirs in the church. Begun in 
New York 60 years ago, the church 
Mission to Deaf Mutes now covers a 
large area. Twelve priests, each 
coveiing a large district, arelmrd at 
woik. The church has wu)rk foi 50. 
E.ich diocese should have its own 
missionary and more services yearly 
for the deat than one can «ive who 
has 10 dioceses to travel over. They 
are accomplished in the use on sign 
language, vvhich is the only means 
of preaching the Gospel to the eye. 
No d*^af person can ever be trained 

t(» read a service and sermon from 
rapidly moving lips.'^

The present Church 
iH Hituated on 148th Street, juiit west 
of AiUHterdani Avenue, aud \h built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the -street to permit the ereo- 
tion of 8Uoh a buihliug an abov« 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
tio the church edifice and be a center 
of reliKiouH and Hocial life amongiC 
the HJlent peoples. Ur, Gallaudel 
ho[)ed duf iniif his lifetime to eee the 
erection of this bulldiuK, whiob 
would have completed the eharoh 
with which \m nan-e has always 
l»een aanociated.
